All-American sets 
world deaf records 


Betsy Bachtel continued to better her 
best times right through the NCAA 
Division III outdoor track and field 
championships held May 21-24 at the 
University of Wisconsin in La Crosse. 


Finishing six seconds faster than her 
previous best in the 3,000 meter run, 
Bachtel ran 9:51.8 to place 7th and 
earn All-American honors. Her time 
was 4.8 seconds below the U.S. and 
world deaf records. 


In the 5,000 meters, Bachtel ran 
17:18.49 to finish 4th and double her 
All-American track status. She beat her 
previous best time by 12 seconds and 
also established new U.S. and world 
deaf records. 


Bachtel, named an All-American in 
cross country last November, shared 
credit for her performance with coach 
Jack Mika of the Department of 
Mathematics. “I’m fortunate that he is 
as dedicated to coaching as I am to 
running,” said Bachtel from her 
Columbus, Ohio home. 


Some problems have been reported, 
Mann said, but they were “isolated 
situations requiring a one-time adjust- 
ment.” 


Although On The Green has 
received numerous complaints of inac- 
curate listings, the new telephone direc- 
tory also has been well received, 
according to Mann.

Board of Trustees OKs two degree 
programs, selects two new members 


Two new degree programs were 
among proposals approved by the 
Board of Trustees at their final meeting 
of the year on May 23. 

A new physics technology degree 
program in the College of Arts and 
Sciences was accepted along with an 
associate of applied sciences degree at 
the School of Preparatory Studies. 
Board chair Jane Bassett Spilman 
described the SPS degree program as 
the first of its kind in the country. 

The board also unanimously voted to 
accept the formation of the Faculty 
Senate with the provision that approval 
does not usurp authority given to the 
board by law (see June 2 On the 
Green). “The board members were 
very pleased that the faculty moved to 
senate concept,” said Lillian Holt, 
special assistant to the president. 

Two professionals in the field of 
deafness, both from California, were 
selected as new members of the board. 
Mrs. Jean Crabtree of San Marino was 
formerly employed at the Queen of 
Angels Hospital as an audiologist and 
speech pathologist. Laurel Glass, M.D. 
and PhD.., is the executive director of 
the Center on Deafness: Research 
Training and Mental Health Services at 
the University of California in San 
Francisco. Both women will attend 


their first board meeting this fall and 
will be assigned to committees at that 
time. 

Philip Sprinkle, co-chair of the Com- 
mittee on Resources, presented the 
findings of a study to determine the 
feasibility of developing a medical facil- 
ity on campus. “After an in-depth 
study I don’t believe it makes good 
sense to embark on a hospital project 
at this time,” said Dr. Sprinkle. “It’s an 
idea whose time has not yet come.” 
The board accepted his recommenda- 
tion. 

The board approved a proposal by 
Roslyn Rosen, dean of the College for 
Continuing Education, to lower the 
tuition for one year for courses taught 
at the Gallaudet Regional Centers. Dr. 
Rosen reported to the board that pres- 
ent tuition costs were high compared to 
charges at other colleges in the region. 

A change in the College’s art history 
major to a major in art history and 
museum studies was also approved. 

Spilman congratulated Dr. Anne 
Butler, associate professor of history, as 
the first recipient of the President’s 
Distinguished Faculty Achievement 
Award. Board member Charles Haskill 
was congratulated for an award he 
received from MSSD students for his 
assistance with the student newspaper. 


‘Significant gains’ noted for students 
in inaugural PEP program at MSSD 


Thirty-three students from across the 
United States were honored recently 
for completing the year-long Post- 
graduate Enrichment Program (PEP) at 
MSSD. 


The program, begun last fall, is 
designed to provide deaf pre-college 
students with intensive instruction in 
English and math to prepare them for 
college. 


PEP participants received a certificate 
and photograph during a recognition 
ceremony May 16 in Ely Auditorium. 
Dr. Ann Davidson, dean of the School 
of Preparatory Studies (SPS), was the 
featured speaker. She encouraged the 
students to continue on the road to 
academic success. 


The innovative program boasts a 91 
percent success rate, with 30 of 33 
participants being accepted at colleges. 
Four students have been accepted as 
college freshman at Gallaudet or 
elsewhere, and 26 have been accepted 
into the SPS. Prior to the PEP pro- 
gram, these high school graduates had 
been unable to gain admission to 
college. 


Myra Per-Lee, director of Admis- 
sions, said in a letter to Dr. Robert 
Davila, vice president of Pre-College 
Programs, “This 91 percent success 
rate is an outstanding one, attesting to 
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PEP class president Kevin Vowel

Blindfolds aid students 
planning to be teachers 


Gallaudet community members may 
have wondered about blindfolded 
students seen walking around the cam- 
pus during the past year. 

The blindfolded persons were grad- 
uate students enrolled in programs 
designed by the Education Department 
to prepare them to become either 
teachers of multihandicapped children 
or parent/infant specialists. 

According to Tom Jones, associate 
professor of education, students train- 
ing as specialists in these fields should 
be able to prevent and remedy many 
of the developmental and learning 
problems experienced by children with 


combined visual and hearing impairments. 


Professionals can help these children 
by acting as sighted guides and teach- 
ing others to act as sighted guides, said 
Dr. Jones. “But even more important, 
they must be able to teach visually and 
hearing impaired youngsters how to 
move around in familiar and unfamiliar 
settings. 

“Students learn these skills them- 
selves by wearing blindfolds to simulate 
experiences of traveling about with im- 
paired vision and hearing,” said Dr. 
Jones.
